| That the housing problem in En- 
gland has been more serious than 
our own is indicated by the statement 
that England is engaged in the colos- 
sal task of building 890,900 houses 
for her people at the tremendous cost 
of $100,000,000 every year for a pe- 
riod of 60 years. The necessity of 
sheltering homeless people became 
' so acute that the Government adopt- 
ed this plan. In 1927 it will be con- 
sidered again by the Government. If 
it proves practicable it may be con- 
tinued, or some improved scheme 
may be substituted for ft. 

Lowest Possible Rent. 

Under this plan the various mu- 
| nicipalities issue bonds to carry out 
(their particular schemes. Houses 
B | thus built are rented at the lowest 
@ | possibie rate and any deficiency be- 
yond a certain figure is guaranteed 
by the national Government. Archi- 
tects’ plans in endless variety are 
provided by the Housing Committee 
of the Ministry of Health, which has 
general supervision of this broad 
plan of home building. 

This plan is helping to meet the 
present great and urgent housing 
emergency of England. 

Asked about the report that a 
group of well-known women are 
building their own homes in En- 
gland, Mrs. Barnett said she had not 
heard it, adding that the labor unions 
have treated coldly offers of women 
to aid builders. 

After long years spent in universi- 
ty settlement work, with her hus- 
band, the noted Canon Barnett, vicar 
‘of St. Jude’s, Whitechapel, which 
they were the inspiration for in En- 
Jand, Mrs. Barnett evolved ner 
ideas for a country community in 
which every family could have © 
own bath and its own garden. 

Plan of Hampstead Garden. 

“Part of this village,” Mrs. Bar- 
nett explained, “was built around an 
open space of 80 acres. In addition 
to the woods there are public gar- 
dens, playgrounds and _ sheltered 
seats, which may be enjoyed by all 
the tenants, whatever rents’ they 
pay. 

“The village represents ae true 
community spirit and has been the 
means of promoting a better under- 
standing between various classes by 
arranging that people with different 
sizes of Income may live on the 
estate. It is not a charity enterprise. 
It is self-supporting and has made 
for the happiness and improved 
health of the fdmilies who have 
taken cottages at Hampstead Gar- 
| den Suburb. 

“The community spirit centers 
'around the churches, the clubhouse, 
the schools and the big “institute, 
which now has more than 1200 en- 
rollments for the training of young 
people in music, domestic and nurs 
ing courses, 

“So great is the demand for 
houses in England that even the 
spirit world has been ‘tapped’ in the 
hope of obtaining information, and 
‘this amusing story is founded on 
| fact: 

: ‘Here, ladies and gentlemen,’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The 
second anniversary of the signing of 
the armistice was celebrated in the 
navy and marine corps today by the 
distribution of nearly 2000 medals 
and letters of commendation for par- 
ticularly valorous or distinguished 
performance of duty during the 
world war. The medais and letters 
awarded had been forwarded to com- 
manding officers in all parts of the 
world and upon signal by radio and 
telegraph today from Secretary Dan- 
iels’ office here, the honors were dis- 
tributed with apprup-iate ceremo- 
nies.

EDITOR DESCRIBES 


CONDITIONS ABROAD 


E. J. Mehren of Engineering 
News-Record, New York, 
Speaks on Observations. 


E. J. Mehren of New York, editor 
of the Engineering News-Record, 
spoke before the Engineers’ Club, 
3817 Olive street, last night, on “An 
Engineer’s Observations in Europe.” 
His talk was illustrated with lantern 
views. Mehren recently | returned 
from a four months’ study of indus- 
trial conditions in Europe. In his 
talk, Mehren said, in part: 


“The most disheartening of polit- 
ical developments in Europe is the 
rift between England and France. 


It began over.the enforcement of the 
treaty terms against Germany. En- 
gland stands for a policy that wili 
favor German rehabilitation; France 
is trying to insist on very rigid en- 
forcement. England believes that 
commercial relations with Ryssia 
are desirable) though in the last two 
months she has not pushed _ the 
point: France insists that there shall 
be no business dealings, . but that 
Russia's enemy, Poland, shall be 
supported. 
Attitude Toward France. 

“Equally disconcerting is the atti- 
tude of other European countries to- 
ward Fr@mce. In fact, it is within 
the truth to say that France is alien- 
ating herself from all the rest of Eu- 
rope. The antagonistic attitude of 
Germany is well known—and, in 
view of French policy since the 
armistice, to be expected. Italy Is 
jealous because France has been al-' 
lotted so large a proportion of the 
indemnity. Holland believes that she 
is intoxicated by her victory. Only 
Belgium seems friendly, and there 
the Flemish party is chary of too 
close an alliance with France. 

“Industrially, Belgium and France 
have made good progress. France in 
her May day strike met the test of 
Bolshevism. She proved to the satis- 
faction of all classes that the French 
worker would havé no part with Bol- 
shevism, and preferred to work out 
his salvation under the present meth- 
od of social organization. 

England's Labor Problem. 

“England has a difficult Jabor sit- 
uation on its hands. Labor is aiming 
to bring about a nationalization of 
the coal-mining, transportation and 
electric-generating industries of 
Great Britain. Competent observers 
believe that there will be much seri- 


ous labor trouble before there is 
stabilization. ? 
“Germany’s rapid progress, s0 


much heralded late last year, has re- 
ceived a setback. Because of high 
Prices, both domestic and export 
buying have fallen off. However, 
German industrial leaders, scientists 
and enkineers are addressing them- 
selves with energy and intelligence 
to the rehabilitation of industry, and 
with adequate credits, Germany, de- 
spite her war debt, should be able 
to work out her salvation. It will 
take long merely because she has so 
far to go—her war debt is so stu- 
pendous.”

COFFEE SHORTAGE MAY 
CURTAIL CONSUMPTION 


‘Production in Brazil Has Fallen 
Off Heavily, Speaker From 
There Says. 


Conditions existing in Brazil have 
caused a decrease in coffee produc- 
tion this year of 36 per cent below 
ncrmal, according to T. Langgaard 


Menezes, of Sao Paulo, Brazil, rep- 
resentative in the United States of 
the Sociedade Promotora da Defez 
do Cafe (Society for Promoting the 
ConsUmption of Coffee). Next year, 
he said, there would be eveh a great- 
er decreased production. 

He spoke yesterday afternoon at 
a meeting of the National Coffee 
Roastess’ Association, in session this 
week at Hotel Statler, and explained 
the causes which were hurting the 
coffee industry in South America. 

The decreased production of cof- 
fee, he said, probably would mean 
that the American people, who con- 
sumed almost a billion and a’ half 
pounds of coffee last year, would 
have to gurtail the use of coffee for 
one mealof each day in 1921. 

He poiftted out that the principal 
condition affecting the roduction 
capacity in Brazil was the heavy 
frost of 1918, which ruined many 
ccffee plantations. The high cost 
of living and an acute shortage of 
labor in the producing districts were 
other factors hindering’ production 
to meet the increase in the con- 
sumption, he added. 

Auction Labor Sales. 

The price of labor is twjce as much 
as five years ago, he said, and is so 
difficult to obtain that there is a 
regular auction in Brazil to secure 
whatever labor possible, thus causing 
tremendous instabllity of land labor. 
As a solution for the decreased pro- 
duction new plantations should be 
established in undeveloped lands in 
Brazil to take the place of those de- 
stroyed by frost, but this is impossi- 


| ble now, owing to the lack of labor 


to do the work and the lack of rail- 
road facilities, he said. Not more 
than 8,500,000. bags of coffee will be 
produced there this year, he esti- 
mated, adding that next year this fig- 
ure will be cut to 7,999,000. 

The United States depends on Bra- 
zil for more than half of the coffee 
consumed by its people, most of the 
coffee being produced in the Sao 
Paulo district. The United States 
ranks now among the first in coffee 
consumption, he said. 

In describing the coffee industry in 
Brazil he pointed out that the eoffee 
fields there covered many miles like 
the cotton flelds of the South and the 
wheat fields of Kansas. In the Sao 
Paulo district approximately 90 per 
cent of the population are engaged 
in the industry, hé said. He men- 
tioned that the Sao Paulo distric: 
was the greatest coffee district in the 
world. 

All Drink Coffee in Brazil. 

"In Brazil we all think the same 
way about coffee,” he continued, 
“while in the United States I am 
shocked to find so many different 
and diverse opinions about it. Ev- 
erybody likes coffee in Brazil. Every- 
body drinks it, and everybody thinks 
that it is good for them. They all 
make it the same way. 

“We roust it almost black, and 
grind it to a powder. Then it is put 
in a cloth bag and boiling water is 
poured over it. The arpma and 
taste is much better than that of 
the coffee bought at‘ restaurants 
here.” 

He concluded by saying that he 
believed that now that alcoholic bev- 
erages were prohibited in the United 
States the public would give more 
attention to the making of coffee 
beverages, and as a result that each 
year this nation would make great- 
er demands on Brazil for increased 
supplies.

At the last meeting 
of the Cabinet the Prestdent proved 
himself a good loser by laughing and 
joking over the result. The session 
lasted for an hour and a half, and 
most of it was taken up with dis- 
cussion of the election. It was plain | 
to the Cabinet members that the 
President, though keenly disappoint- 
ed, had suffered no ill effects phys- 
icalry. 

Like all the Cabinet sessions dur- 
ing the President's illness, the meet- 
ing was held in a room in the White 
House proper, instead of the regu- 
lar Cabinet room in the executive 
offices. The President was seated 
tn his accustomed place at the head 
of the table when his official family 
entered and remained seated 
throughout the meeting. As always, 
he took an animated part in the 
proceedings. He showed again, as 
one Cabinet member put it, that he 
has “a warm human side and a keen 
sense of humor.” 

Left Arm Still Impaired. 

The President used his right hand 
freely, but apparently his left arm 
and leg were still impaired. His ad- 
visers got the impression, as did the 
delegation of pro-league Republic. 
ans that called on him before the 
election, that he will never be fully 
well again. The view was expressed 
by one observer that the President 
has years of life ahead of him if he 
suffers no sudden physical shock, 
but that such a shock might prove 
disastrous. As is known, extreme 
rare is taken by Rear Admiral Gray- 
son, the hite House physician, to 
protect the President against any 
possibility of a fall. 

Along with the impression of per- 
sons competent to speak, that the 
President will never fully recover 
from the effects of the partial pa- 
ralysis that assailed him on his cross-

ILLINOIS RURAL BUREAUS SAID 
TO BE MAKING RAPID PROGRESS 


Food Specialist After Tour of Coun- 
ties Says 11,000 Persons Are 
Receiving Instruction. 

Miss Kathryn Van Aken, food 
specialist of the department of home 
feconomics, University of Illinois, 
who stopped in St. Louis today on 
her way back to the university, 
after a tour of the Illinois counties 
where county home bureaus are és- 
tablished, declared that the progress 
of Nome bureaus and the benefit 


being derived from them in rural 
communities was remarkable. 

She pointed out that the home 
bureau system was started during 
the war to teach conservation, and 
that such good results were ob- 
tained that it was decided to con- 
tinue the bureaus after the war.

to discount my claims for feeding | 
prisoners for the three long years 
I've been keeper—at 25 cents a meal, 
and I've always set an outlandish 
good meal. A blind man could tell 
you there’s something wrong with 
the county's government. 

“When I was elected Jailer I out- 
distanced my opponent beyond rea- 
son—he wasn't in the race. I have 
friends yet who are determined to 
see me occupy the judgeship. In my 
campaign, you can write it down that 
I'm going to stump in spirit from the 
Virginia line to Bull Creek and 
Leatherwood, and from Rockhouse 
headwaters to Line Fork, fust as 
though I could do it in person.” 

And so, relieved of the duties of 
his present office, he had ample time 
in which to do his electioneering in | 
itown, and to direct his friends in the 
outlying districts. 

Apparently there is no more pop- 
ular citizen of Whitesburg or of 
Letcher County than Fess Whitaker, 
for, notwithstanding his inability to 
address the voters in person, he won. 

He is admired as a gardener and 
as a rough-and-tumble fighter, as 
the soul of joviality and as a kindly 
and obliging neighbor. He was to 
be seen everywhere on the streets 
before his incarceration, slapping 
persons on the back and roaring with 
merriment. Anyone more wholly 
unlike the conventional lean, tall, 
taciturn, secretive mountaineer of 
romantic fiction is unimaginablw 
Whitaker @ short. inclined to stout- 
ness and socially aggressive.

“The stamps of the 1851 issue. 
imperforate, are found more fre- 
quently, especially the 5 and 10-cent 
in France and the l2-cent in En- 
gland. From 1851 to 1869 the single 
rate to France was 15 cents, and to 
England 12 cents. France is, there- 
fore, the main source of supply of 
the 6 and 10-cent in singles and 
strips of three, and England 
supplies most of the 12-cent 
pairs. Business houses of New Or- 
leans, Baltimore, Philadelphia and | 
New York were the source of most 
of these stamps. The export houses | 
of New Orleans especially, which 
carried on a thriving trade with Bor- 
deaux, furnished many fine speci- 
mens.. These were largely French 
firms with branches or trade con- 
nections in France. Occasionally 
the l-and 3 cent are seen in various 
combinations. In one collection pur- 
chased, were 30 pairs of 1-cent, 13851, 
type IV, imperforate, on covers. 

“The thriving export trade just 
before the Civil War is responsible 
for the many fine examples of the 
1857 issue, especially the 6 and 10 
cents.
